Activists capture executive positions 



King, Clift win 
in close elections 

Close but relatively light voting characterized the Arts 
and Science Undergraduate Society and Engineering Under- 
graduate Society elections yesterday. . 



In the ASUS, Marty King 
edged out Aaron Kynd for the 
presidency, with 880 votes to 
Kynd's 832. King plans to put 
out an improved Course Guide 
for 'OS, after a thorough study 
of this year's. A printing ser- 
vice for all clubs under ASUS, 
regular publication of the 
ASUS News, and an enlarged 
tutorial program are among 
his platform promises. He also 
hqpes to assert the ASUS role 
to its fullest extent 

Presidency of the EUS went 
to Jim Clift with a 50-vote 
margin over Peter Woolsey. 
Clift hopes to increase the role 
of his faculty in university 
affairs, and improve commu- 
nications between the executi- 
ve nnd the student body. 

Renée Sala, who also stress- 
ed a comprehensive Course 
Guide plus increased student 
representation oh faculty com- 
mutes, took the first vice- 
presidency of the ASUS over 



Kathy Vandcr Nool und Susan 
Ualfcn while Lome Young, 
standing for most of the same 
reform as King, copped the 
second vice-presidency over 
Chenowcth. 

In one of the most closely 
watched races in the cam- 
paign, Paul Wong defeated 
Marcus R. Kuninn by a two- 
to-one margin in the secreta- 
rial contest. 

First vice-president of the 
EUS will be ChriB Fcindel, 
with Ron Segal as second VP. 
Roman Klein was accluimcd 
as treasurer,, while Norman 
Baker moved into the position 
of secretary and Richard Vin- 
cent became Athletic Rep. 

On the Engineering Lower 
Year Council, composed of 
first — and second — year 
students, Ron Turley earned 
the presidential post, Greg 
Caller took the vice-presidency 
and Dileep Athaide became 
treasurer. .

. For tho third time in as many elections this year, students have supported an activist 
policy, electing Peter Smith, Mark Wilson and Danny Trevick to the Students' Society Executive 
and Laiq Hanafi and Bill Lenihan to the Graduate Studies seats on the Students' Council. 



The big three, who describe 
themselves ns having compatible 
aims, were elected in voting which 
was lighter than last year's but 
about the same as other turnouts 
this yeur. 

Smith's victory was n land- 
slide, as ho gained more than 
70% of the votes, with 2372. An- 
thony Innnuccillo earned 557 vo- 
tes for 17%, while Invalid was 
a close third with 313 votes for 
13%. Dentistry reported two vo- 
tes for Innnuccillo, three for 
Smith and fifty invalid. 

President-elect Peter Smith 
felt that the election was "a reac- 
tion against last year's Students' 
Council" and summed up his po- 
licies with the statement, "I think 
that students should be concerned 
with jfocicty." McCoubrcy's only 
comment was "At least. we've 
preserved the clique of graduate 
students running the executive." 

Smith has been President of 
the International Students' Asso- 
ciation, .a member of the Daily 
Editorial Board and a delegate 
to last year's UGEQ conference. 

Campaigning for the presiden- 
cy was relatively quiet, and last 
night Smith said "I have not yet 
met my opponent, though he was 
invited to debate with me oh 
various occasions during the cam-

paign." Innnuccillo could not be 
reached for comment 

Trevick, who gained 38% of 
the vote for the Internal Vice 
Presidency, stressed his desire to 
make the Union atmosphere 
"like home". He hopes to foster 
a permissive, rather than res- 
trictive policy, which would be 
reflected in Union personnel. 

Present Internal VP Ian Mc- 
Lean commented, "What crap this 
bel" 

Voting for this office was ex- 
tremely close, with Pat Cavanagh 
earning 33% of the turnout and 
Ian Rose 20%. 

Mark Wilson, who also took an 
activist stand, won his office 
by almost two to one over Taro 
Alcplan. Wilson swept every poll 
except Dentistry, and garnered a 
total of 2100 ballots, including n 
majority of the Engnecring Facul- 
ty which he has represented on

Council since January. 

Wilson feels the priority of 
Council is "to get an uwful lot 
of people involved in an awful 
lut of work", which would include 
working with UGEQ for com- 
plete revision of educational 
structures. 

Luii| Hanafi was re-elected fur 
a full term to fill the Graduate 
scat on Council which he has' 
held since January. Bill Lenihan 
earned the other scat, defeating 
Hugh Gwyn by 17 votes. 

David Hancock was elected 
President of the Architectural 
Undergraduate Society, beating 
out Derek Crane for the .posi- 
tion. 

For Women's Union member- 
at-large, Sandy Nicholson was 
elected with one write-in vote for 
"Abolish !"

His first priority, he said, 
would be in the field of. educa- 
tion, "where wc must work with 
UGEQ, especially in the matter 
of provincial grants." 

Another priority is the setting 
up of a "task force", composed 
of students with business ex- 
perience, but not directly involv- 
ed with the people who run the 
Students' Society. 

This task force will be set up 
because "Ihe Students' Council 
executive should be in a. position 



to understand fully the implica- 
tions of running the Students' 
Society. The report of this task 
force will be tabled in Council 
in the first full session in the 
fall. 

"As an elected officer, I want 
to know exactly how wc arc run- 
ning our own affairs, 2nd have 
precise documented information 
at my fingertips." 

Smith said, "I have never 
apologized for the fact that I am 
a student activist. I think that 
students should be concerned 
with society." 

Smith ran on a platform which 
included proposals to "promote 
student participation in univer- 
sity government," and "maintain 
strong tics with UGEQ and to 
participate vocally in their de- 
cisionmaking bodies." 

Danny Trevick, internal vice- 
president-elect, termed his elec- 
tion "a mandate for change". He 
was particularly anxious that the 
Union should become a place 
where students feel "at home". 

"I really want the Union to 
be a pleasant place — and this

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UGEQ creates summer placement service

In collaboration with the Quebec departments of Labor and Education, l'Union Générale des Etudiants du Québec has created the Service de Placomcnt 
Etudiant (SPE) to meet the employment demands of both student and employer during the summer months. 



In April 1966, at UGEQ's 
request, the Department of 
Education called for a commit- 
tee' to draw up a calendar for 
the 1966-67 scholastic year. It 
was decided that post-second- 
ary classes would end April 
28 and resume again Septem- 
ber 15. For the first time in 
its history, the province had 
a unified calendar at the post- 
secondary level, such that 
these students might have an 
equal opportunity to find sum- 
mer employment. 

Two months later, the UGEQ 
Executive asked the Minister 
of Education to take action on 
the matter of student summer 
employment. Meanwhile the 
Executive received the coo- 



peration of the Expo Corpora- 
tion in setting up a group to 
study the many different as- 
pects of student employment 
at the site. 

The government set up a 
student office within the Que- 
bec Placement Service; it falls 
under the jurisdiction of a per- 
manent co-ordlnator from the 
QPS. The SPE is responsible to 
the Department of Labor 
(QPS), the Department of 
Education and UGEQ. 

The main concern of the 
service is to find summer em- 
ployment for the largest num- 
ber of students possible and, 
hence, to extend its aid across 
the entire province. Tho SPE 
anticipates more than 80,000 
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student applications prior to 
the summer recess. Expo alone 
is expected to field 8,000 re- 
quisitions. 

The UGEQ Executive points 
out that it does not suffice to 
provide for a student's finan- 
cial needs alone; summer em- 
ployment should complement 



and perpetuate his education 
as much as possible. This en- 
tails what the Executive calls 
a "politique de stages" or 
gradual implementation of 
this ideal into practice. 

Because of -the extensive 
cooperation required, t h e 
scheme will not be put into 



high gear until the summer of 
'68. But it is stressed that 
every effort will be made to 
place the student in a job he 
enjoys and which will prove 
to be In the best Interest of his 
employer. 

The SPE intends to appoint

Somehow the executive elections yester- 
day lacked the old zip-de-do of years past. 
The acceptance of UGEQ under fratman 
leadership seems to have left the more esta: 
blishment elements on campus with no one 
to turn to. The result is a la-la-leftist trio 
composed of a former merchant marine 
sailor, an aging member of the Debating 
Union and an engineer who worries about 
course design. 

Congratulations are in order for Mr. 
Smith, if not for a hard-fought victory, at 
least for having the guts to take on a thank- 
less task. His past record at McGill would 
be hard to equal for all-around political 



qualifications. His proven concern for UGEQ 
should provide the realistic and forceful • 
approach which the coming year demands. 

Smith is an effective diplomat in his 
manner and in his actions. So effective in 
fact, that the lack of real competition at the 
polls means that he will take office this 
summer with almost no commitments to 
anyone or anything. However, with cohe- 
sive vice-presidential support there is every 
reason to believe that after a year's pause 
the Students' Society executive will again be 
ati innovator within the University and in 
the Province. 

After a year in which the activities of 
the External Affairs Department seemed to 
belie the name there is no question that 
Mr. Wilson will give new life to the structu- 
res set up two years ago. If there is a warn- 



ing to be' made, it is that government by 
flow chart is no panacea. 

Mr. Trevick is so familiar a face in the 
courts of past kings, that it is strange to 
see him now wearing a crown. His record 
and his platform place Mr. Trevick squarely 
among the most progressive leaders on cam- 
pus. Hopefully he will work next year to 
develop an as yet unexplored post. 

Frosharoonie 

The freshman year at McGill continues 
to be more a state of mind than anything 
else. That the first year counselling program 
and some other ramifications of this high 
school in the sky should have made the 
pages of this newspaper last week is ac- 
tually sort of a drag. It means that once 
again frustrated forces within the University 
have had to externalize their dissatisfaction 
because of the slowness of change on the 
inside. 

As long as students in BA 1 are not 
really challenged academically the advice 
they seek is going to be minimal and pedes- 
trian to say the least.

Plagiarize 

Dear Sir, 

I would like to bring into 
consideration the chaotic state 
of affairs in which the majority 
of the undergraduate student 
body is taking part : plagiarism. 

With the proximity of the 
•final examinations many stu- 
dents that have neglected their 
courses during the school year 
(part-time positions, too many 
coffee breaks, innumerable ex- 
tra-curricular activities, exces- 
sive term papers, etc.) arc fac- 
ed ut the last minute with mak- 
ing up their assignments. They 
run to the library and pick up 
nny source, copy it down al- 
most word by word and hand 
. ! the paper in, expecting to re- 
ceive a good grade. 

In this "tolerated practice" 
ninny students reproduce com- 
plete pages and paragraphs 
from other Hourccs, using no 
quotation marks (or if by any 
chance n reference is given, it 
is more to mislead the profes- 
sor than to inform him). Last 
year one of my students wrote 
n "term paper", fifteen pages

a translation from a source that 
I suggested he use. 

The Chairman called me later, 
nskine; me to re-read the paper, 
insisting that the student com- 
plained about his low grade in 
my courue and of my "being 
unfair with this student". 

Both professors and students 
are well aware of the fact that 
plagiarism is increasing at Mc- 
Gill day by day. In one of the 



meetings of the Humanities Di- 
vision, I suggested that drastic 
steps be taken before this "to- 
lerated practice" gets out of 
control and the term paper con- 
cept ceases to have any mean- 
ing. 

May I suggest some "reme- 
dies" : 

1. Every student at McGill 
should buy the MLA Style Sheet 
in the first year in order to 
get familiarized with the me- 
chanical details from the very 
beginning of college life. 

2. The topics for term pa- 
pers should be given by profes- 
sors not later than the second 
week of the school year. 

3. A good bibliography 
should be given to the student 
at the beginning of the course. 

A. The student who Is writ- 
ing a term paper should get in 
touch' with his professor and 
inform him of how the term 
paper is coming, in order to re- 
ceive his guidance and advice 
on the matter. . 

5. Many courses require se- 
veral term papers. It is a gene- 
ral opinion that one good term 
paper is worth more than five 
"reproductions" from other 
sources. 

G. The university should im- 
pose a code of honor about this 
subject The students who do 
it- • follow the policy of the 
University should face dismissal 
or a failure grade. 

If the University (students, 
professors and administration) 
co-operates with the "honor" sys- 
tem" the country will profit 
later from the honesty of our 
future leaders.

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THE BOGEY 
OF 

DEPENDENCE 

by MELVILLE WATKINS 

(from Canadian Dimension, Feb. 196G) 



Melville Watkins is Associate 
Professor of Economics, Univer- 
sity of Toronto. His article is 
adopted from a speech oiven to 
the Seventh Annual Educational 
Conference of the Ontario Fed- 
eration of Labour, held in Feb- 
ruary, W66. 

The history of Canada is econ- 
omics writ large. This has been 
neither necessary nor desirable. 
Canadian politics is dominated 
by an economic élite. Our poli- 
tical values are articulated 
around narrowly economic issues. 
Our conception of our national 
purpose is to maximize national 
economic welfare. We think of 
Canada as a piece or real-estate 
and ourselves as owners who 
should wrest from the property 
the highest return. Our concep- 
tion of an independent foreign 
policy is to avoid doing anything 
that, by alienating the United 
States, might interfere with our 
foreign trade and foreign invest- 
ment and thereby lower our 
economic welfare. As the last 
election campaign demonstrated, 
where the Chevrolet* arc produc- 
ed is of far more concern to Ca- 
nadians than the war in Viet 
Nam. Endless debates about the 
tariff and American investment 
preclude serious discussion of so- 
cial welfare and poverty. We have 
at last discovered the glaring 
deficiencies of our educational 
system — significantly Ihe credit 
must go to the Economic Coun- 
cil — and we may even be im- 
pelled to do something about 
them lest the rate of economic 
growth suffer. Our obsession 
with economic nationalism Is 
compounded by our failure to 
resolve the problem or regional- 
ism. The combination is deadly, 
Tor a preoccupation with collcc- 
live economic welfare and with 
regional problems has inhibited 
a recognition or the existence or 
- a class struct ure. To Tail to rec- 
ognize the latter is to preclude 
a serious commitment to the 
welfare state and to the achieve- 
ment or equality of condition. 
What is ultimately ruled out is 
creative right-left politics at the 
national level. 

"Valuable real-estate" 

There is perhaps a moral here. 
As occupants of this valuable 
piece of real estate, wo have In- 
deed prospered. But our material 
affluence masks the poverty of 
our lives and the narrowness of 



our vision. It is time for a 
change, time to Imagine a future 
that more clearly transcends ma- 
terial preoccupation, time for a 
politics that reflects more ge- 
nuinely the human condition. 

In fact, the complaints about 
our economy as stated — and 
this is the way most Canadians 
do state them — contain more 
myth than truth and serve to 
blind us to the actual economic 
maturity of this country. The size 
of the Canadian population and 
its high income level combine to 
create a domestic market which 
is one of the largest in the world, 
demonstrably large enough to 
support a diversified and viable 
industrial base. While the Can- 
adian economy relics substantial- 
ly on primary production and 
export, the primary industries 
arc technologically advanced and 
co-exist with a diversified indus- 
trial complex. Canadian reliance 
on foreign trade is about average 
for the world; instability in ex- 
port proceeds is remarkably low; 
relative to most of the world, 
exports arc not concentrated on 
a few commodities. The inflow 
of foreign investment, particular- 
ly American, has indeed been 
substantial, but the relative bur- 
den of the external debt — in 
terms of interest and dividends 
paid to foreigners — has been 
falling, and, (he low level of ex- 
ports pf manufactured goods, 
(which has been rising recently) 
cannot be attributed in any sim- 
ple way to foreign investment 
per se. 

Canada "heavily Hed" 
The hard Tacts that emerge ore 
that Canadian trade is heavily 
tied to the .United States and 
that American direct investment, 
carrying with it control, is sub- 
stantial. These imply some costs 
but there arc also clear economic 
gains, and the net effect has un- 
questionably been economically 
advantageous. Insofar as the de- 
bate about foreign trade and in- 
vestment confines itself to econ- 
omic costs and benefits, its con- 
clusion is largely foregone. What 
needs to be considered however 
is. political benefits and costs, 
and there it is arguable that the 
net costs, while large, arc to a 
considerable extent avoidable 
through policies open to us. 

But if the current American 
guidelines on its firms which in- 
vest abroad arc debated In this 
country, only in terms or imme- 
diate economic consequences, it 




will be in the best Canadian tra- 
dition or considering material 
costs alone and missing the main 
point. Thai controversy has ex- 
posed a federal government 
which seems capable of stiffen- 
ing Its spine only when its cred- 
ibility is being seriously ques- 
tioned within Canada. Now if the 
Canadian government is unable 
to earn our respect in dealing 
with the US on matters of econ- 
omic policy, how likely is it to 
pursue a foreign policy that runs 
even slight risks or alienating the 
US? 

US retaliation? 

If we reel powerless to do 
much in the face of American 
economic policy, how likely arc 
wc to contemplate any indepen- 
dent action which would risk 
economic retaliation by the US? 
Our strong economic tics with 
the US arc mostly the conse- 
quence of proximity. But they 
arc being consciously strengthen- 
ed by Canada through such de- 
vices as the automobile industry 
agreement. They seem to have 
become a means by which, in 
matters of genuine importance, 
wc nurture and rationalize that 
impotence that already charac- 
terizes lire in the shadow or the 
world's greatest power. This is 
not to advocate that Canada pur- 
sue a foreign policy independent 
or the US simply for the sake 
or doing so. 

Rather it is to insist that the 
Canadian government's apparent 
conviction that actions counter 
to the Interests or the US would 
be too costly, even if desirable,, 
is a matter or serious concern, 
especially al a time when the 
potential area for disagreement 
with American foreign policy 
seems wide and widening. 

While the real power of the 
US cannot be gainsaid, we are 
not denied substantial room for 
manoeuvre in pursuing the im- 
portant goals of full employ- 
ment, an equitable distribution 
of Income and equality or con- 
dition. More importantly, If the 
pursuit of political independence 
were to prove costly, our af- 
fluence is such that the burden 
might prove tolerable. The new 
African nations presumably did 
not engage in careful cost-bene- 
fit analysis before insisting on 
independence. On the issue or 
foreign investment, then, there 
is a case for considering more 
control, not because wc may 



achieve economic benefits but 
rather because, even if there 
arc economic costs, wc may 
otherwise rail to maintain any 
self-respect 

Considerations of this nature 
need to be kept firmly in mind 
as wc move increasingly toward 
North American economic integ- 
ration. The Canadian pursuit of 
conlinentalism would seem to 
augment economic dependence 
on the US and lessen the pos- 
sibility of independent action by 
Canada. 

John Dales has recently sug- 
gested that Canadian policy- 
makers can aptly be described 
as Consultera They are the poli- 
ticians and civil servants who 
shuffle orf to Washington either 
to consult the Americans on 
what it will cost to discriminate 
against them or to find out what 
the Americans will pay if we 
discriminate in favour of them. 
The result is the same cither 
way, "Our freedom of action is 
being consulted out of existence

That there 
is no, master economic plan to 
guide us is evident, but what is 
truly frightening is that the ex- 
istence of political consequences 
is not* even being perceived. It 
is time Canadians weighed !hc 
costs and contemplated the al- 
ternatives; in particular, it is 
time wc had an open, no-Tiolds- 
barrcd, debate on foreign policy 
in this country.

I would like the staff to be ge- 
nial to students," he said. He 
categorized his altitude towards 
student activities in the union 
as "permissive" rather than "res- 
trictive". 

Trcvick emphasized that al- 
though he was eager to "get my 
program through", there was no 
question of "killing anyone in 
the ' process". He said that he 
and fellow executives-elect Peter 
Smith and Mark Wilson agreed 
on the approach to be taken to- 
wards student government and 
felt that this "ideological and 
personal nexus" would facilitate 
implementation of his Ideas. 

He approved the right of the 
Daily to take political stands but 
stressed that the paper should 
strive to be an "open forum". 
Specifically, the Daily should be 
receptive to "all well-written and 
intelligent articles — Including 
those opposing editorial policy". 

Trcvick also expressed the 
need for a rc-cva!ualion of the 
cafclcria's operations — "basic- 
ally an economic problem", con- 
tinued pressure for the establish- 
ment of an international house, 
and introduction of a student co- 
operative, a report on which is 
to be presented sho'rfly.

Mark Wilson, external vicc- 
prcsldcnt elcct, said that "I tKTÏTR 
that on this campus the results 
arc significant because I was as- 
sociated with the McGill delega- 
tion to UGEQ and because I 
tried to malec the mandate I was 
seeking as explicit as possible."

"Constitutional 
reform, however, is predicated 
on a serious campus, where al- 
ternate views arc seriously re- 
presented." 

As priorities in the external 
affairs department, Wilson listed 
"First, setting up an external 
affairs branch; and second, be- 
gin working now for McCill lo 
assume its role in UGEQ, a role 
which is naturally very strong."
